DR. JAMES STRESSES 
NEED FOR NEW UNION 



"There is nothing this univer- 
sity needs more than a new 
Union," said Dr. F. Cyril James 
on Tuesday afternoon. 

The principal was speaking in- 
formally to members of the Stu- 
dents' Executive Council following 
a dinner and tour of the Union to 
inspect the improvements made 
over the summer. 

Dr. James said that there are 
two main difficulties to overcome 
before a new Union is possible. 
They are a site and the necessary 
cash. He noted that some people 
thought a new residence would be 
more useful. However Dr. James, 
himself, thought that a new Union 
would serve a much lorger number 
of students for approximately tlie 
same price. 



In speaking of the McGill Stu- 
dents' Society, Dr. James said that 
he has been very proud of its inde- 
pendence, which is greater than 
any student body ■ in ..the United 
States or the United Kingdom en- 
joys. 

The principal spoke of the ad- 
vantages of participation in extra- 
curricular activities, and especial- 
ly in heading one such activity. 

"A deeper part of education 
comes with having to cope with 
all the problems of an organiza- 
tion," he said. 

Later, Dr. James permitted SEC 
members to question him on a 
number of subjects, including 
cheerleaderettes, athletic loan 
funds, a new Union.

SURPLUS 
DCPLOReO

"Our financial situation this 
year is too healthy," said Marv 
Gameroff, choirman of the stu- 
dents' Executive Council lost 
night at o meeting of the SEC. 

Gameroff wos giving a state- 
ment of policy on finance, prior 
to 0 consideration of the overall 
Students' Society budget for 
1954-55. 

The choirmon "deplored the 
situation which hos led us to hav- 
ing an overall surplus of .$48,(XX)." 
This surplus has been built up 
over the past five yeors from 1948 
when the surplus was only $6,000. 
Reserve Fund 
A reserve fund, ranging from 
$15,000 to $30,000 to deol with 
emergencies, is essential, he noted. 
But it is clear that not enough 
money is being spent on the stu- 
dents. 

Gameroff, and later Ralph 
Shackell, secrctary-lo-casurcr .. of - 
the Students' Society, snid that' - 
last year the budgeted surplus of 
$11,000 was due a gift of $10,000 
from an anonymous benefactor. 
Such gifts cannot 'be anticipated, 
however, and may not occur In 
succeeding years. 

Special Programs 
Ken Wright, minister of finance, 
suggested that the Council budget 
on a basis of the fees received 
each year, and that any gifts or 
donations be put into special stu- 
dent programs. • 

1»5t-S5 Budget 
A surplus of $811.18 for the 
session of 1964-56 was budgeted 
for by the Condi. Totol budgeted 
revenues come to $119,055.60, while 
totol budgeted expenditiures amo- 
unted to $118,254.32. These totols 
included a $10,000 reserve for un- 
budgeted events. 

Broken down, budgeted expen- 
ditures and expected losses or pro- 
fits are, in part: StudenU' So- 
ciety general, $17,176 (net loss, 
$17,175); McGill Dally, 23,240 
(net loss, $0,040); Union, $20,216 
(net profit, $60.); Annual, $18,008 
(net loss, $5,168); Red and White 
Revue, $4,000 (net profit, $48.); 
Choral Society, $3,B06 (net loss, 
$330); Debating Union (net loss, 
$1,302). 

SCOPE, $2,000 (net loss, 
$2,000); NFCUS, $2,380.60 (net 
loss, $2,380.50); Undcrgraduote 
Societies reserve, $1,956 (net loss, 
$1,065); SEC Clubs, $973 (net 
loss, $973).' 

NFCUS Fee Approved 
In passing the budget of 
$2,380.60 for NFCUS, the Council 
opproved a fee increase of 30 cents 
per student ns required at the 
recent NFCUS confefènce. This 
makes the total NFÔÙS fee per 
student, 60 cents.

US OTHeRS SEE IT 

(In lieu of the column "From The Pewter Mug," we reprin^ 
today the following excerpts from a column by aporlawriter Elmer 
Ferguson which appeared iu the Montreal Herald recently — Ed.) 

• -McCîlLL UNIVERSITY is faced with a football problem, ob- 
viously. The problem is whether to continue mointaining practically 
puie amateurism, and .<o remain the doormat of the Intercollegiate, 
or to take some practical steps su;h as prevail, we imagine, in other 
universities, and come up with a team worthy of the name of the 
gicatest university in Canada's greatest city. 

We Maid "practically pure amateurism," and at first glance, 
it is possjblc some might arise lo dispute the adjectival doubt on 
the status of the present McClW fiM)tball club, and insist that it 
is not merely purely amateur, but painfully «o. That isn't quite 
correct, though. For some incongruous reason, McGill has en- 
gaged a profi'SMiunal football coach, and a very good one, Larry 
Sullivan. 

I-ariy Sullivan is engaged in a professional capacity, as coach 
of the team. And it's our notion that hiring a qualified coach, and 
paying him constitutes (a) a waste of good money; and (b) parallels 
a situation which could exiit whetv you secure the services of a first- 
class contractor to build you u house, and inform him he'll have to do 
the best lie can without bricks, mortar or cement. 

The situation is silly, anij almost tragic, strictly in a sports 
sense, of course, for sport holds few, if any, real tragedies, and a 
football team which can't hold its own in the company in which it 
competes isn't exactly one of them. But it's silly, this business of 
engaging a professional cjiach and thus placing the stamp of profes- 
sionalism on the club, then lef using to deviate for player purposes 
fiom the strictest amateur tenets. Vic Oheck, a fine person and good 
leader wlio would be the last to bring even a shade of discredit on 
the college by which he is employed as jihysical director, evolved 
a plan some time ago, whereby old grads, pained at the fearful 
beatings being administered to their alma mater, agreed to finance 
the education of football players who aspired' to college degrees. This 
seemed lo be a fine thing for .McGill athletically, and for those 
students with ambitions, but not tlie means, to secure a college 
education. But the plan, after a. year, -was turned down. Yet, illogic- 
ally, a professional coach is engaged, then embarrassed by ^a>ct of 
iron-clad rules that prevent him recruiting talent even wlthiii the ama- 
teur code, so that he lojes repute by failing to create a con- 
tender when his team is in reality completely out-classed. 

It is impossible, we think, that tho other three teams in the 
Intercollegiate Union arc getting good football talent merely by acci- 
dent. And McGill should either face this challenge, though without 
infringing on the amateur code wlii.-h has always prevailed at the 
University, or drop to some lower form of competition where the red 
and white colors will not be continuously and inglorlously dragged in 
the duat. 

Perhaps football isn't so relatively important in an institution 

dedicated to the principles of higlier education. That's a question we 
don't pretend to be in a ])osilion to judge. But we do feel that richer 
memoiics, nml stionKci- college tics of tho future are effected through 
sport than by any other medium, and that a team which is badly 
beaten in every start cannot hope to engender much college spirit. 
Ottu'i-wisc, why not just quil tho i^anu'.

"MEET THE FACULTY'

The second in the series of 
"Meet the Faculty" lectures, on 
the subject "Art, Morality, and 
Society", was given by Prof. Ste- 
phen W. Porter at 1 pm, Tuesday, 
in Hillel House. 

Elaborating on his topic, "The 
Social Obligations of the Artist, 
In Twenty-Five Minutes",. Prof. 
Porter explained that although in 
certain bohemian circles it is still 
believed that the artist is exempt 
from moral laws, we cannot regard 
his work as self expression, being 
completely reparated from his so- 
cial being. 

Tracing back to the origin of 
drama — the social art. Prof. Por- 
ter pointed out that it started out 
as magic "medicine" dance and 
songs, which later developed into 
religious festivals, similar to those 
held in ancient Athens and later 
in Medieval Europe. 

This evolution of drama some- 
what diminished its importance 
and created a connflicting theories 
as to its actual purpose. While 
Aristotle thought that it should im 
an emotional stimulus, similar to 
the electric shocks used in modern 
psychological experiments, Plato 
believed that artists should teach. 
Because they may not be trust- 
worthy teachers, lessons can be 
taught in better wayn. 

At this point, Prof. Porter put 
up two final questions. "What 
should drama do? What function 
eary be served by art?" 

The conclusion drawn ^va8 that 
the artist should remain an honest 
and faithful witness of focts, and 
.should avoid disgustingly .skillful 



manipulations thereof for evil and 
destructive purposes. 

Next Tuesday Professor Fried 
will speak on "Culture and Moral- 
ity".

The tourist , 
stares uncomprehending, and ' 
the Death God stares back: 
You see the tourist in the art 
gallery and she is cooing to her 
friend. "My, that painting is so 
HEAL to. life." You see her again 
in the church or cathedral admir- 
ing the architecture and perhaps 
a little embarrassed that people 
are praying beside her. 

There is also of course the other 
extreme. He is the tourer who 
prides himself on not having tho 
tourist mind. He sees no sights. 
He sleeps during the day and 
comes out at night 'to feel the 
pulse of tho city'. Ho feels that 
there is some mysterious .essence 
to each city, and in his search for 
it he wanders from bar to hnr, 
from bar to bordello. 

One can perhaps hope that 
there is a happy medium. The 
solution, I think, rests with tJie 
individual temperament and as 
such any suggestions can only 
be hesitant. Walking the 



strceta of a new city ioatead 
of the naves of its clioivhcfl is, 
I think, condncive / to good 
touring. Here is the streets, 
faces and facades can be 
watched, noses tuned to 
strange smells and ears tam- 
ed to new noises.

The McGill Chamber Music So- 
ciety officially opened its regular 
concert scries Tuesday evening at 
Moysc Hall with a program of 
English music that had the small 
but warmly appreciative audience 
calling for an encore. The high- 
light of the evening was the per- 
formance of seventeen of the 
twenty-one numbers in the Wnl- 
ton-Sitwell "Facade" — a super- 
sophisticated set of ironic words 
and music in the best trailitions of 
the jaded 1020's. 

1954 is liiirdly the time to he 
attcmptintr a re-cvniuation of a 
woric given its first performance 
in Chelsea, England in 1022 — but 
tlicre can be little doubt, that both 
the poetry and the musis nio loo 
powerful for each other. This was 
particularly evident in Tuesday's 
performance, for, if you listened 
to eith Falkncr's inspirred reading 
of the verse, the music trailed 
limpingly into the bnekttround; on 
the otiicr hand if you strained to 
catch Walton's witticism, clearly 
exposed by Alexander Brott and 
his trusty players, Faulkner's 
voice was reduced to a melodious 
but meaningless pattern of sound. 

A sort of Cook's tour of Europe, 
thc"Entcrtainment", os it is called 
by Dame Sitwell, was originally 
designed to bo performed by a re- 
citer with a megaphone stationed

behind a painted screen where 
also vrere eoncealcd^the 'seven in> 
strumehtaHsâfTnîrMcGfll players 
cleverly compromised with this au- 
stere tradition by placing the 
reader behind a lectern, the mem- 
bers of the orchestra behind cur- 
tains, and the conductor clenrly in 
the open, where he could -be iseen 
by all. ....... 

The selling - used on Tuesday 
evening, was the first of several 
Walton made of this score and 
while the later arrungcmcnts for 
full orchestra and biillcl company 
called for a conductor, the original 
manuscript, designed; for private 
pcrforniancc at the homes of a 
very reslricled cliiiue, did not. 
Ale.Suindcr Itrotl should therefor 
ho congratulated, for not having 
intruded on this occasion. 

The first part of the program 
contained a Suite by Purcell; 
Hoist's St. Paul's Suite, originally 
written for the students of an 
English School for Girls, whicli 
turns up with astonishing regular- 
ity at McGill orchestra concerts; 
and the Concerto in E minor by 
Charles Avison — in whot sounded 
suspiciously like the Warlock edir 
tion. 

Solos in the Ilolst Suite were 
played with affection by Hyman 
Brcss, violin, and Steven Kondaks, 
viola. 
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VIIRSITV GRflD TALKS

Things certainly aren't always what they seem. An incident which 
occurcd the other ulçht convinced us all the more of this truth. 

Not having a particular liking for crowded buses, we were thumb- 
ing our -way home late one rainy afternoon when a young man In a 
new Ford offered us a lift. We fell into a friendly conversation vdth 
him and managed to find out quite « lot about him. 

Ho introduced himself as Alec Jacobs and for some reason or 
rather .the name sounded vaguely, but very vas^uely, familiar. As it 
happened, he had played first strhig quarterback for. Toronto Varsity 
in 1946, and also, had performed some (luarterbacking for the Domt- 
nion Champion Argonauts the following year. 

We inevitably got to discussing the plight of the current McGill 
football entry in the intercollegiate circuit. His views on the subject 
were very interesting, and, we think, worth mentioning. 

In his first commenta he firmly dispelled the popular rumor' 
concerning athletic scholarships. In hi» dayH athletic scholarships 
were granted neither by the college itself nor by the alumni. To 
illustrate this fact he pointed out that he failed the year which he 
played fpr the Varsity; and yet, despite the fact that he was first 
^iiMiai(ïqi&iir,'!imd In fact, the only quarter they had that year, 
altowanceH were made in his case and no help was forthcoming 
to him. Consequently, he was not able to play for Varsity in '46 
aad instead had to Join the Argoiii. Moreover, he has been in close 
connection with the Athletic Department in Toronto since then, 
and is quite convinced that (heir policy regarding scholarship has 
not changed since his graduation in 1949. 

He did venture liowever, some pretty sound reasons for the dif- 
ference in football caliber between McGill and the rest of the league. 

The main reason, he believed, was poor promotion Job done by 
McGill's Athletic Department. If Toronto U. for example, scouted a 
high school player who had conitidcrable ability, they would approach 
him immediately and try to "sell" him the idea of going to Varsity. 
In other words, they would paint for him a rosy picture of the univer- 
sity, pointing out its athletic facilities, acailemlc opportunities, the 
prestige that accompanies its various degrees, and so forth. Thus, by 
means of words alone, they would try to convince him to attend the 
university. . 

Jacobs laid a lot of blame on the apathy of the McGill athletic 
department, and, what he considered, its poor organization. He 
contrasted it with Varsity's set-up where opportunities for intra- 
mural tackle football participation are excellent. He remarked that 
quite a few good varsity players are developed through this 
system. This set up is made possible by (he fact that each faculty 
has its own athletic department to which students in that faculty 
pay fees, and by the fact that nearly all the faculties have their 
own fields on which to conduct these intramural activities. 

Before we parted, he mentioned anotlicr reason which undoubtedly 
has a bearing on the situation. A Toronto native, he has been living 
in JMontToal for nearly three years now, and, Ijcing a salesman, ha* 
done quite a bit of travelling throughout the province. In travelling, 
he noticed that considerable , more schools in Ontario put greater em- 
phasis on football than do schools in Quebec. This undoubtedly was 
another mafjor factor why average college football level in Ontario is 
higher than in Quebec. 

, ^After he had dropped us off, we pondered a bit about the situa- 
tion, and it oceured to us that possibly McGill ishould stop worrying 
about other universities and concentrate more on itself. Who knows, 
mayt» we'll produce another contender In a .decade.

wounds for a week until they may 
go out once again with the old col- 
lege try and have them all kicked 
in once more. 

Besides the physical damage be- 
ing done, a psychiatrist might say 
that a mental block or a defeatist 
complex is being introduced to 
these same players. Be that as it 
may, a more tangible bit of evi- 
dence is on the exhibit table, to 



wit, the handful of fans which 
attend the majority of the contests 
represents a financial loss to the 
University. "Ha," you might coun- 
ter, "the AUouettes' revenue more 
than makes up for it." We retort, 
"Who is more important, the Als 
or the Redmen7" No answer to 
that, as to many other questions 
which bother us. 

It is plain to see that the Red- 
men Just haven't got it this year. 
From the look of things, it isn't 
going to get any better. We can- 
not blame the sUuation on the 
Redmen themselves. .They have 
fought as hard as anyone could be 
expected to, and have trained long 
and hard. We also cannot lay the 
blame on Larry Sullivan, coach of 
the Redmen, who was put smack 
in the middle of the whole mess. 
Sullivan's hands are tied, and the 
bonds that hold him are getting 
tighter and tighter as the season 
progresses. 

There are several alternatives 
that Have been suggested as agi- 
tation reaches a fever pitch and 
sporting men are more riled than 
ever. The logical, and perhaps 
most favourable suggestion, is that 
McGill be put on the same level as 
Toronto, Western and Queen's. 
Give us an even chance to subsi- 
dize football stars and the Redmen 
will prove contenders. This solu- 



tion is acceptable to all but the 
few that control the destiny of the 
football squad, and as long as they 
are against it, we may as well for- 
get it. 

Another way out will be to drop 
out of Intercollegiate football al- 
together and find some opposition 
that is more in our class. It would 
seem that thfs, too, does not find 
favour in the eyes of the fateful 
few, because this situation nearly 
developed earlier this year with 
the ouster of McMaster, A dissent- 
ing vote to the neat Juxtaposition 
perpetrated by the three other 
teams nearly forced McGill out of 
competition this year, but this was 
narrowly avoided by McGili's 
board. What exactly do they wantT 

A third solution may be pointed 
out at this time. Let us concen- 
trate on something like rugger, 
soccer, or maybe even chess, and 
let intramural touch football pre- 
dominate the rugby scene at this 
University. 

Until the time when something 
concrete is decided, let us pray that 
the games ahead with Toronto^ 
Queen's and Western will be more 
merciful than the trio Just past, 
and that too many broken noses, 
eharlie-horses, sprained ankles aad 
(empermental quarterbacks will not 
be our lot.
